ings of these instilutious in other countries 
are described and their success and popular- 
ity with the people are pointed out. 
In 


Germany the savings banks system is manag- 
ed by the municipal government, instead of 
the national government, as in England, 
France, Belgium, Italy and other European 
countries. 
Win. E. Curtis, in describing the 


German system lo the Chicago Uecord, says: 


"The system dates back tor nearly a cen- 


tury and, with the exception of some 
important details, is uniform throughout the 
empire. 
German thrift is proverbial. There 


are no other people in the world who can do 
without luxuries and things that they do not 
actually need with so great a degree of con- 
tentment. 
From the cradle the children are 


taught economy. It is as much a matter of 
education as the catechism, 
lu some of the 


schools the children arc instructed to gather 
during their play hours and on their way'to

and from their homes all such apparently 
valueless objects as old bottles, tin cans, re- 
fuse metals, etc., which arc sold to the junk 
shops and' the proceeds deposited to -the 
credit of the child in the nearest savings 
bank. The same spirit that inspires this ec- 
onomy has caused the number of depositors 
in the savings banks of the empire to exceed 
the number of households. It is often the case 
that eveiy child and every servant in a fam- 
ily has his own account at the bunk, which, 
when it amounts to a certain sum, is with- 
drawn for permanent investment. 


"The usual rate of interest paid by the 


municipal savings banks in Germany is 3 pel- 
cent and, although their tuauagemeut is in- 
trusted to tho municipalities, the banking 
inspectors of the general government exercise 
a supervision over them. There is usually a 
gencial oHice, with a director in chief at tho 
city hall, whose principal duty is to receive 
remittances from branch offices that are es- 
tablished in every warn. 
These funds he 


invests in government bonds or sooui-.tioo ur 
equal value.

This 
committee, which it, composed of practical 
fiiiancieis, bankers, merchants aud manufac- 
turers uud men who are in the habit of hand- 
ling money, acts as a sort of board of direc- 
tors for the system.

little more than $40,000,000.

inpropoitiou to the population. 
Although 


the number of people in Dresden is only 
about oue-h'fch an many us in Berlin, there 
are half as many deposiUira in the saving 
banks and the deposits exceed $22,000,000. 
lu Bonie of the other oitieo tho proportion is 
much larger. 
In the town of Aix-la-Chapelle 


for example, with only 110,489 population, 
there are over 100,000 depositors, with cred- 
its of more than §20,000,000. In Altoiia, a 
city of 149,000 people, there are over 130,000 
depositors, with nearly §20,000,000 to their 
credit. 


"1'his illustrates the extent and the value 


of the service; but there ia a great deal of 
complaint from the agrarians that no provi- 
sion is made by tlie government for receiving 
the savings of the farming population, and 
an agitation has been going on for some 
years in favor of a transfer of the municipal 
system to the postal authorities and the ad- 
option of something like the French system. 
The Koluische Zeitung of a recent date con- 
tained an interesting article on this> subject 
in which the advantages of such a transfer 
were set forth at length and the necessity of 
making prorision for the farmers as well as 
the mechanics in the cities and the larger 
towns was demonstrated in forcible language. 


"It can not be denied," the writer says, 


"that hundreds of thousands of people in the 
empire would gladly lay by a part of their 
wages every month if they were not preven- 
ted by insufficient opportunities. * * * An 
imperial post savings system would bc of the 
greatest advantage, particularly to the agri- 
cultural class, for there is a postoffice within 
convenient reach of every farmer, the postal 
system is everywhere trusted, and would 
not only furnish a convenient opportunity for 
deposits, but an easy method of payment. 


''The late Emperor Fredrick was a great 


believer in the postal savings bank system, 
and if he had lived it ts probable that it 
would have been adopted in Germany long 
ago."

Fortunately they were not as well 


armed as wo wero. 
If they had been, our 


time in this world would have been short. 
As it was, our men had to fight like tigers. 
The struggle lasted a little less than on 
hour. 
During that time I lived through 


days. It wus all so new, strange and horri- 
ble to mo. I was but 22 and very much of 
a boy at that. My youth and inexperience 
seemed strangely out of keeping with my 
attempts to give orders to men who had 
spent more than half their lives fighting 
Indians. 
So, after giving n few, 1 turned 


tlie plan of battery over to tbe sergeant 
and Flaherty. 
The latter was in his ele- 


ment nnd showed the greatest courage, 
coolness and cloar headeduess I have ever 
seen. After every shot he fired he would 
call out in slow tones: "Faith, an Is it me 
red scalp ye want to illewminate yer wig- 
wams? Well, take n pace of cowld lead in- 
sthead." "Coom a litthle closer, ye red 
snakes. Frisky an me want to pay n debt 
wo owe se." Aud ho would fire away delib- 
erately, with sure and deadly aim. Owing 
to his bravery and that of the other men 
we came out uoiiquercjs. 


• Tho men lost no tlnte in harnessing the 


mules, packing the" wagon nnd moving 
on. After the last Indian had disappeared 
Frisky regained his customary spirits and 
activity and was the hero of the hour, for 
we all appreciated the fact that had it not 
been lor his warning wo would havo been 
massacred in the wagons. 
That night we 


put 25 miles between us and the battle- 
field, and save for a slight flesh wound on 
my arm and a grazed spot underneath 
Flaherty's red hair we were node tht 
worse. Soon after I reached Washington 1 
sent Frisky a gold medal. 
On it was en- 


graved, "For Frisky, the wisest niule thnt 
ever lived." He wore it fastened to the 
collar of his harness until he died.—Our 
Animal Friends.

Firs).—The present state treasurer 


was Inducted into office the first Mon- 
day of May, A. 1). 189G, after having 
(lied a bond, with sureties approved 
by the governor, In the sum of $">00,000, 
conditioned for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties ns state treasurer 
and a proper accounting for the reve- 
nue received by him during his official 
term. 
The committee, 
through 
its 


chairman, made a careful examination 
of the bond Hied by the stale treusurei 
and 
found 
the sureties abundantly 


good. "We are therefore of the opinion 
that the state Is amply protected to the 
full amount of the bond. 


Heeond.—Your committee further re- 


ports that under the present law the 
state treasurer and his bondsmen are 
Individually responsible to the com- 
monwealth for any loss that may occur 
liy reason of the failure of any bank 
Ing Institution where state moneys are 
deposited. 


The system that has grown up under 


our statute makes the state treasurer 
the custodian of all state funds and 
requires him to account for every dol- 
lar of money received by him in Ills 
official capacity. 


He has unlimited power in the mat- 


ter of selecting depositories In which 
to place state funds. There Is nothing 
in the law that requires him to deposil 
money In any particular bank or bank- 
ing instil jtlon. All this is left to his 
discretion and business judgment. It 
has been the custom of state treas- 
urers, ho'.vever, to protect themselves 
by requiring each bank or banking in- 
stitution receiving a deposit of state 
money to give a bond in double the 
amount of the deposit, conditioned for 
the prompt payment of the same, when 
called upon by them. These bonds are 
executed by the proper ofllcers of the 
bank, and are ah > guaranteed by the 
directors and others interested as in- 
dividuals. This system gives the state 
treasurer double security—first, that of 
the bank itself, and next, the personal 
endorsement of the individuals con- 
nected with the Institution. The com- 
mittee, through its chairman, made an 
examination of the bonds held by the 
state treasurer for security for the 
money deposited in the various bank- 
Ing Institutions of the state, and is of 
the opinion that they are properly exe- 
cuted, and that the principal and the 
sureties are sufllctent to fully protect 
the state treasurer. 


Third.—The law permits the state 


treasurer to pay out money only on 
•warrants of an ofllcer authorized to 
draw the same. There Is only one ex- 
ception to this general rule, and that 
is the payroll of the various depart- 
ments of the state government. 
The 


payroll of each department is made up 
monthly. Is certified by the head of 
the department, and is authority upon 
•which the state treasurer pays the sal-' 
nry of the clerks und employes general- 
ly. Most of the warrants are drawn by 
the auditor general, but the superin- 
tendent of public instruction, the ad- 
jutant general and some other officers 
are authorized by law to draw their 
van-ants on the state treasurer In cer- 
tain matters. 
It Is the duty of the 


state treasurer to receive and pay with- 
out delay all warrants presented to 
him. 
ANNUAL REVENUES ACCOUNTED 


FOR. 


Fourth.—There was paid into the 


state treasury from all sources during 
the fiscal year 1896, $12,635,127.59. Of 
this amount there was transferred to 
the slnl ing fund, as provided by law, 
$3G9,371.i 9. There was returned to the 
counties three-fourths of the state tax 
on personal property received, amount- 
ing to ?J,038,936.04, thus leaving a bal- 
ance lor general appropriation pur- 
poses of $10,226,820.05. According to the 
testimony of the state treasurer the 
appropriation exceeded the revenues 
of the last fiscal year about $2,500,000. 
Although a large amount of money has 
been received and paid out by the pres- 
ent treasurer, there has not been any 
loss to the state. The Chester County 
Guarantee, Trust and Safe 
Deposit 


company at the time it went Into the 
ha.nds of a receiver had a deposit of 
state funds amounting to $60,000, but 
the persons who had given a bond for 
the security of this fund paid into the 
state treasury the full amount of money 
held by said trust company, and thus 
relieved the treasurer of any further re- 
sponsibility In connection therewith. 
So far as your committee is advised 
this Is the only banking 
institution 


Slaving a deposit of state funds that has 
become financially embarrassed during 
the Incumbency of the present treas- 
urer. According to the testimony of 
the state treasurer there was In the 
general fund on Jan. 29 last. In the 61 
depositories named by him, $2,984,104.65. 
A list of the banks and amounts de- 
posited with each will be found In the 
notes of testimony, which ia made a 
part of this report. 
This statement 


does not include the sinking fund.

loss was the result of the old system 
whl>-h allowed county officers to de- 
posit fees belortKi'MS to the slate In such 
home bankH as were designated by the; 
Htat<; treasurer. Prior to I860 the Bank 
of C'ommcrcf, of Erie, was designated 
as such a depository. The county ofll- 
cer.s deposited to the credit of the state 
cert iln fees of office. 
The bank failed, 


and the state treasurer took the posi- 
tion that Inasmuch as the depository 
was fixed under authority of law he 
was relieved of personal responsibility 
by ictiHon of any loss that might oc- 
cur. 
The claim was submitted to the 


court of common pleas of 
Dauphin 


county. No. 309, August term, 1881, and 
it was decided that the treasurer was 
not personally responsible, yet the fact 
remained that the state lost the sum of

Prior to that time the commit- 


tee could not obtain recoids plvlng: the 
oxiu t data In reference to our finances. 
The loss expressed in a fraction is about 
23 ld-1000 of 1 per centum of the amount 
recc Ivi-d. 
It is very doubtful if any 


banking Institution in tills r.r any other 
country can show so small a percent-

TK10ASUUKU FOK USE OF 


FUNDS. 


Sixth.—Under the law neither the 


commonwealth nor the state treasurer 
are authorized to receive interest on 
deposits. Inasmuch as it has been al- 
leged that interest has been paid on 
these deposits, the committee deemed 
it advisable to investigate this ques- 
tion. The state treasuier, cashier, as- 
sist tnt cashier and corporation clerk 
all testified that no interest had been 
paM to thc-tn or nny r,t them on ac- 
count of state moneys deposited m any 
banking insi Itution. 
The testimony of 


these officer!- refutes the charges that 
stale money had been loaned for politi- 
cal or campaign purposes; that money 
had been paid out of the treasury (o 
pel-ions who did not render service to 
the state, and that persons were re- 
riulred to rreaipt for a larger sum than 
they weie entitled to receive. All these 
qu< stlons were directly asked by the 
committee, and the answers were posi- 
tive and unequivocal denials of the 
several allegations. In order to keep 
dov n expenses the committee deemed 
It inexpedient to subpoena officers of 
banking institutions to appear in per- 
son, but required each banking insti- 
tution having state funds on deposit 
to make an adidavil showing, among 
other things, the amount of money on 
deposit in each institution, the length 
of time the same had been on deposit, 
the opinion of the bank as to the man- 
agement of the state treasury under the 
present Incumbent, arid whether or not 
any interest \vas paid to or exacted by 
the state treasurer, or any arrangement 
cff( cted h.ivins" this object in view. 
The affidavits are attached tj this re- 
poit and made a part thereof. They 
corroborate the testimony of the state 
treasurer, and clearly prove that the 
management of the treasury is con- 
servative, business like, competent and 
honest. 
The committee deems it but 


Just to say that in Its Investigation of 
the state treasury no fact has been de- 
vel >ped that Is not creditable to the 
state and complimentary to the tteas- 
»re r. 


AUDITOR GENERAL'S DEPART- 


MENT. 


Having completed the investigation 


of the state treasury, the committee 
proceeded to examine witnesses in ref- 
srence 
to the 
management 
of the 


tudltur general's department, which re- 
sulted as follows: 
HJSTORT OF ORGANIZATION OF 
DEPARTMENTS. 


First.—The original act creating tha 


auditing department of the common- 
wealth was approved April 13, 1783. The 
head 
of the 
department was 
then 


known as comptroller general. 
Under 


the provisions of the original act of 
assembly on this subject the comp- 
troller general 
was 
authorized 
and 


empowered to liquidate and settle ac- 
cording to law and equity all claims 
•against the commonwealth for 
any 


puipose whatever, and he was further 
authorized to draw his warrants on the 
state treasurer for the amount or bal- 
am e of all accounts settled agreeable 
to law. By (he act of March 17, 1809. 
the offices of comptroller general and 
register general were abolished, and It 
was further provided that the governor 
should appoint an officer to be called 
the auditor general, who was invested 
w i t h all the powers of the comptroller 
general and register general. After the 
approval of the act of 1809 the auditor 
general remained an appointive ofllcer 
until 1S50, at which time an act of as- 
sembly was passed which made the 
office of auditor general elective. The 
act of March 30, 1811, established 
a 


syj-tem of auditing public accounts, 
which, with very few alterations, Is in 
force at the present time. Under this 
act the auditor general is authorized 
and required to audit, adjust and settle 
all public accounts, and then transmit 
the same to the state treasurer, with 
papers and documents relating thereto, 
for his Inspection and approval. 
The 


state treasurer Is given as full and 
complete authority with reference to 
the approval and adjustment of public 
aciounts as the auditor general. If the 
state treasurer does not approve the 
account as settled by the auditor gen- 
eral the law requires him to return the 
same to the auditor general with his 
objections. 


The whole question is then submitted 


to the gcAernor, whose decision is ilnal 
and conclusive, unless an appeal is 
taken as provided by law. From the 
creation ot the ofllce of auditor general 
to 1829 his powers remained unchanged. 
In that year authority was given the 
governor to draw warrants on the audi- 
tor general to pay the salaries of the of- 
ficers of the Eastern and Western peni- 
tentaries. This act was subsequently 
repealed, but other legislation was en- 
acted which authorized the heads of 
ceitaln departments to draw warrants 
Independent of the auditor general. The 
act at 1854 authorized the superinten- 
dent of common schools to draw his 
warrant on the state treasurer for 
moneys appropriated to the schools. At 
the .present time there is appropriated 
for school purposes between $5,000,000 
and $0,000,000 annually, all of which 
mon^y is paid out of the state treasury 
on the warrant of the superintendent of 
public instruction. The acts of 1873, 1874, 
1878, 
1879 and 18S7 authorized the ad- 


jutant general to draw his warrants 
upon the state treasurer for the expense 
of the National Guard. The governor and 
attorney general are also authorized by 
law to draw their warrants upon the 
state treasurer to pay etrtain expenses 


It wtll.th.us be seen that more 


than one-haifof the entire revenue of 
the commonwealth are -paid out by 
warrants of other ofllcers and not sub- 
ject to the Inspection or supervision of j 
the auditor general. The act of 1874 au- 
i 


thorizus the heads of the -Departments 
to make up a monthly payroll of em- 
ployes and certify the same to the state 
treasurer, who Is then required to pay 
to each employe so certltled the amount 
due him. The certified payroll Is the 
only voucher required under the law. 
Thus It clearly appears that many en- 
croachments have been made upon the 
original authority of the auditor gen- 
eral to liquidate and settle accounts 
according to law and equity, and draw 
warrants for the balances found due. 


In addition to the duties imposed 


upon the auditor general by the act of 
1811 and supplementaly legislation in 
reference to the same subject, he is ex- 
oflU'io member of several 
Important 


boards. A reference to the testimony 
will show the duties he is required to 
perfoun In connection with such boards 
and w i l l furnish a detailed statement of 
the many important duties performed 
by this ofllrial. The board ot accounts, 
which consists of the attorney general, 
auditor general and state treasurer, is 
a quasi judicial tribunal with almost 
unlimited powers In the resettlement of 
public accounts. This is the only body 
that is authorized by law to open and 
resettle accounts after the expiration of 
the year In which the original account 
was settled. Although this board is 
clothed with very great power in mat- 
ters in which the stale has a vital In- 
terest, your committee Is Impressed 
with the belief that these powers have 
been uniformly exercised with a spirit 
of fairness and equity that has fully 
protected the interests of the common- 
wealth and not dealt unjustly or harsh- 
ly with 
Individuals or 
corporations 


whose claims were adjusted by it. 
HEVKNUE "DERIVED FROM COR- 


PORATIONS. 


From the above statement it appears 


that the corporations in 1S74 paid $2,- 
C12/JD3.09, while in 1896 there were raised 
In revenues from the same source $7,- 
175,785.71. In other words, of the total 
revenues received by the state each 
year, the corporations bear a large pro- 
portion of the burden. No state tax has 
been paid on real estate since 3866, while 
the tax on corpoiatlons has steadily in- 
creased since that time. There have 
been Incorporated since 1S74 upwards of 
12,000 corporations, many of which are 
paying taxes to the commonwealth. We 
consider this a hopeful sign, and to be 
in keeping with the spirit of the times, 
to require corporations which secure 
valuable franchises from the state to 
bear a large share of the burdens of 
taxation. It will be noticed that the tax 
on personal property in 1874 amounted 
to $545.523.74, while in ISM this same tax 
amounted to $2,716,207.94. Three-fourths 
of this latter sum is returned by the 
state to the counties for the relief of 
local taxation. The tax on personal 
property above referred to Is derived 
from taxing moneys at interest, bonds, 
mortgages and other evidence of in- 
debtedness, It is collected by the local 
authoilties. paid to the state, and three- 
fourths of the amount returned to the 
counties. In addition to the amount of 
the personal property tax returned to 
the several counties it has been the 
uniform policy of the state to exempt 
real estate from taxation for state pur- 
poses, and further relir-f is extended the 
counties by relinquishing to them all 
retail liquor licenses, the revenue de- 
rived from thl.5 source being estimated 
at upwards of |3,000,000 annually. The 
cax on coal and coal tonnage referred 
to In the foregoing statement was re- 
pealed In 3883 and no revenue Is now 
derived from that source. Home very 
valuable statements were prepared and 
offered In evidence by Jorm A. Glenn, 
corporation 
deputy, 
showing 
the 


amount of levenue paid by corporations 
from 1840 to 1896 Inclusive, and a fur- 
ther statement showing the amount of 
state debt, receipts and expenditures of 
the state treasury since 1840, together 
with the amount of_revenues received 
and disbursed during the years named, 
the sources from which c'eiived, and 
the purpose for which expended. These 
statements are herewith submitted and 
made a part of the report. 


Thlid.—The business methods of the 


department and the routine of daily 
work were fully explained by the audi- 
tor general and ot-her deputies and 
clerks connected therewith. The prep- 
aration of blanks, the mailing of the 
same and the final adjustment of the 
accounts entails upon the department a 
vast amount of labor. From the evi- 
dence submitted to the committee It 
appears that a very determined effort 
Is being made by the present Incumbent 
and those under him to bring the work 
of the department up to date. The com- 
plaint Is made however, that with the 
limited force under him, the auditor 
general cannot possibly perform the 
daily routine business of his office and 
at the same time keep close watch on 
the delinquent corporations. It Is but 
fair to state In this connection that 
since the la:«t session of the legislature 
authorized the auditor general to em- 
ploy additional help for th/s and other 
purposes a large amount of revenue has 
been collected from delinquent corpora- 
tions. During the last fiscal year the 
auditor general certified to the attorney 
general for collection more than $1,- 
dOO.OOO due the commonwealth by de- 
linquents. Upwards of $900,000 of this 
amount was collected by the attorney 
general and turned into the state treas- 
ury. This is a very creditable showing, 
but the auditor general should not re- 
lax his efforts 
until all delinquent, 


whether corporations or Individuals, 
have paid the commonwealth every dol- 
lar of tax due and payable. It Is not 
only the duty of the auditor general to 
place all delinquent taxes in process of 
collection, but it is equally important 
that corporations be required to make 
prompt reports as provided by law, so 
that the amount of taxes due each yea?' 
may be ascertained and the state re- 
ceive the benefit of prompt payment. 
NO FAVORS 
SHOWN 
CORPORA- 


TIONS. 


Fourth.—The evidence submitted to 


your committee shows that extensions, 
either In the time for making reports by 
or settlements against corporations and 
others, are not granted by the depart- 
ment except in the case where the best 
interest 
of the 
commonwealth 
are 


conserved thereby. So far as your com- 
mittee was able to discover, all cor- 
porations are treated alike and all are 
lequired to make payment of taxes due 
the commonwealth. The auditor general 
and others connected with this depart- 
ment testified that there was no one on 
the payroll who did not render service 
to the state and that they did not have 
knowledge of any one being on the pay- 
roll of any other department who did 
not render service to the state as re- 
quired by law. The auditor general fur- 
ther testified that he did not know of 
any one receiving compensation that 
was not authorized by act of assembly 
or provided for in the general appro- 
priation bill. He further testified, in 
answer to the allegation that carpets 
and furniture belonging to the state 
had been appropriated by state officials 
without making proper payment there- 
for—that he had no knowledge of any- 
thing of this kind being done by any 
state official or anybody else. The act of 
1895, 
which reorganized the board of 


public grounds and buildings, provides 
for the sale of furniture and other 
things which have become unservice- 
able. The act provides that all such 
articles shall be turned over to the 
superintendent, who shall receipt for 
the same, and who is required to keep 
a complete record thereof. The superin- 
tendent is then required, at such times 
and under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by the board of public 
grounds and buildings, to cause the 
same to be exposed at public sale, of 
which due notice shall be given for at 
least two weeks, in two newspapers, 
published in the city of Harrisburg:. It 
IB also provided that each member of 
«ha legislature must be mailed a notice 


o?~t'h"e~"pvib"iic safe. These sales are for 
the public, and every one is permitted 
to become a bidder at the same. It is 
the policy of the board of 
public 


grounds and buildings to have as 
much competition as possible In this 
bidding, so that better prices may be 
secured. At such sales state officials, 
employes, private citizens and all others 
stand on equal footing and the highest 
bidder Is always awarded the articles 
on which he bids. 
HECOMMENDATIONS BY THE COM- 


MITTEE. 


pi,.st.—While it has been clearly de- 


monstrated that no loss has occurred to 
the state by reason of the default or 
mismanagement of any state treasurer 
for more than half a century at least, 
and while there is no evidence to show 
that any loss has occurred to our state 
at any time by reason of the default of 


state treasurer, and while the loss to 


the state from any and every cause has 
only been $9,432.61, in a period of 56 
years, in which time $'110,974,961.73 have 
been received by the state and $407,- 
131,131.68 paid out, making the percent- 
age of loss the small fractional sum of 
twenty-three ten-thousandths of 1 per 
jentum of the total amount handled by 
the state treasurer during that period, 
and while there may ho and is very 
grave doubt about the wisdom of 
changing yie system under which the 
state treasury has been conducted for 
a hundred years and more with a 
minimum of loss and maximum of se- 
curity to the commonwealth, yet your 
committee is Impressed with the public 
sentiment which seems to demand some 
changes In the present policy relating 
to the management of that department. 
It is therefore respectfully recommend- 
ed as follows: 
PASSAGE OF AN ACT REQUIRING 


INTEREST ON STATE DEPOS- 


ITS RECOMMENDED. 


;p|rst.—That the legislature enact a 


law requiring banks receiving deposits 
of state funds to pay Interest on the 
same at the rate of 2 per centum per 
annum. 


Second.—That slice under any system 


of conducting the state treasury It will 
be absolutely necessary to have active 
banks conveniently located for the pur- 
pose of transacting the dally and rou- 
tine business of that department, it Is 
therefore recommended that the legis- 
lature incorporate in the bill providing 
for the payment of Interest on state de- 
posits a provision for at least six de- 
positories which shall be required to 
pay Interest, three to be located In the 
county of Philadelphia, one in the coun- 
ty of Duuphln and two in the county of 
Allegheny.
